TUSCANY. 


AN “OAK-LEAF” JAR, with plain neck and moulded 


strap handles on the shoulders, decorated on either side 
in blue and purple brown, with a female head and bust 
with high scalloped collar surrounded by flag-leaves and 
oak foliage ; XVTH CENTURY ; height 123 1. 

There is a very similar jar illustrated in Mr. H. Wallis’ 
book on oak-leaf jars, fig. 18, where he compares the 
decoration on the profile bust to those on the portraits 
by Piero della Francesca (1415-1492). The author also 
states that there are only some fifty specimens of this 
ware known.
